The Department of Agriculture have’ now decided to 
reduce the area of the Foot-and-Mouth Disease Scheduled 
District in Counties Wicklow and Wexford. They have, 
therefore, isseod an Order, operating from to-day, the 
effect of which is to schedule a new area of approxi- 
mately seven miles radius from the infected premises (in- 
stead of fiffeen miles as heretofore), in connection with 
which the movement of animals are restricted. 


Nothing in this Order will, however, affect the Dapart- 
ment’s Order of the 19th January last, relating to re- 
strictions on the movement of Hay and Straw, and to 
the control off dogs within the “ Prohibited Area” of 
approximately four miles radius from the infected place, 
which is included in the Scheduled District.

In a considered judgment delivered vester 
day, the Court of Criminal Appeal allowed the 
“ee in the Surrey whist drive test cas 

‘he Court comprised Justices Avory, Greer, 
and Swift. The appellant was Mr. Charies 
Hendrick, who was bound over at the Surrer 
Sessions for keeving a gaming house at 
Camberley. He had organised a whist drive, 
and given money prizes, Mr. Hendricks com- 
plaint was that the Chairman of the Sessions 
adopted an incorrect procedure in assuminz 
that, ae the Courts had already held that a 
whist drive was illegal, the jury would not be 
troubled with the law, but could only be asked 
to say whether, in fact, a whist drive was held. 
The applicant also protested that no evidenes 
of what was whist was given for the jurys 
guidance, and pointed out thet he was con- 
victed, notwithstanding the jury's view that the 
game was one in which skill predominated over 
chance.
